We give 
tho following letter from one of the most 
distinguished English engineers, winch wo 
find in the Sanitary Engineer of March 15tb. 
It will explain itself and, perhaps, aid non- 
profeEsional readers to a better uudarstand- 
of the whole subject: 


LONDON, Feb. 2-1, 1881. 


In tho New York Sanitary Engineer for 


the lirat of December, i860, and at pago U, 
I find an article on the ''Sewerage of New- 
port, It. I.1' It appears that two plans have 
been devised, one by Capt. Cotton, endorsed 
by my old and valued friend, Mr. Ches- 
brougb. 
The sewers, under this plan, aro 


to be of brickwork for the mains, of earth- 
enware pipes (I assume) for tho brauchep, 
aud tire to be of capacity to receive one- 
fourth of nn inch of rain in twenty-four 
hours. Plan No. 2 (I will term it) is by Col. 
George E. Waring, Jr. 
Tho whole of those 


sewers aro to be of small cross-sectional 
dimensions, aad surface aud sub-soil water 
from the town area ia to bo excluded, the 
drains only receiving aud removing excreta 
nncl waste water from dwelling houses. 
Koof and yard water may or may uot 
be included. 
Col. Waring does uot bind 


himself to preserve true lines and gradients 
—with man-holes or Inmp-holoa at changes 
of Hue and gradient—but provides for auto- 
matic flushing at tho head of all bis small 
drains. 


I find that I am said to approve of this 


plan of town flowering—bonce this letter to 
you. 
As n rule, it is not wise to attempt to 


correct statements an to OUO'H opinions, but 
there aro exceptions, and this is ouc. 
I 


have written quite enough ou Heweriiig aud 
draining to refute tho statement Hint I ap- 
prove tho mode of sewering adopted by Col. 
Wuriug 
nil rottiid, and any person may 


leuru this fact by looking at my published 
"Suggestions for Main Sewering" (revised 
to 1878), reading pages i> to IU. In these 
suggestions it will bo seou that I insist upon, 
right lines ami trim gradients, with miiu- 
bolefl or lamp-holes at each change of liuo 
or gradient, special arrangements for nteop 
gradients, aud abundant permanent pro- 
vision for 
jicwer and drain iluyhiog and 


ventilation. 


In so far an Col. Waring departs from 


these suggestions I entirely differ from him, 
and if ha persists in disregarding these pre- 
cautionary works against failure, without 
being either a wizard or ft prophet I predict 
failure; because his sewers when closed 
will be beyoml inspection without breaking 
down to them, aud this operation must be 
blind, haphazard work. 
I hnvo hat! a long 


lifo of experience on works, find tho rules I 
have framed aud laid down uro the outcome 
of that experience. I know quite well that 
to work under the rules may coat more 
money iu tbo outset, but will tend to great 
saving in the long run. 
My experience has 


taught IUB this, viz : that an engineer should 
design and work KO as to bo muster of Ibe 
posiliou—he should 
design and use his 


materials KO that he cnn inspect, repair, or 
renew, without 
destroying. 
To develop 


this idea to the full would curry mo far be- 
yond the purport of this letter ; but it is n 
lesson all young engineers ought to len.ni, 
aud wo should not thun hove so many en- 
gineering blunders leading to failures. 


If any engineering work can be made good 


by n second attempt,, it ought never to have 
required Um necoml operation. 
So of town 


Hewers and drnius, they should bo KO laid 
nod constructed as to nervo for once mid all; 
each length of fiewer, from point to point, 
sbould.be true in Hue and gradient—abso- 
lutely true--true us n polished gan barrel: 
the iuun-holes should be sufficient to admit 
of examination ; nil Louse junctions should 
be put in, mid noted on the plans; and then 
sewers arid dvniun mny work for n thousand 
yenrs, and bo a.-i souud and as clonu at the 
end as at tbo beginning.

lute truth of workmanship,

done; good workmen must then be employed. 
Uood workmanship is not necessarily much 
more costly thiin slovenly and bad workman* 
ship. 
It is more a matter of knowledge nud 


will on the part of the engineer. There 
must bo knowledge, will and fit- term in ft lion 
nt the fountain hoftd, to secure good, true 
and enduring wovk.

G. Weaver, Mr. M. Butler, Mr. J. B. Bray- 
ton, Mr. J. P. Kimborn, Dr. II. Jt. Ktorer, 
Father Grace, Father Dolou, Mr. II. E. 
Head, and several of tho oilioursof the Laud 
League. 


Mr. Murdoch, who appeared in tbe kilt 


and plaid of his clan on being called upon 
by tho chairman, saitl that he had not the

lander, and was thus able

He explained 
that then* worn ««vera! papers in Ireland 
supported by the landlords, und which were 
opposed to tho Irish peop'le.

libels on the Irish people but the leading 
newspapers in England and the Press Asso- 
ciation and Central 
News wero supplied 


with what passed as Irish news, by persons 
employed on those anti.Irish papers. These 
were telegraphed and fabrications cabled; 
and thus was got up that panic in England 
which forced Gladstone and Forster and 
Bright into 
co-operation with the Tory 


landlords. 
This news was circulated in 


America, and thus it became necessary to 
carry on an organization in this country to 
undo tho effects of the pro-landlord news 
got up to order. 
•• 


Ho illustrated tho effect of this fictitious 


news by telling that while persons to whom 
he had b°en speaking in this country had 
it in their heads that there could uot have 
been less than from tbirty to forty murders 
alono in Ireland during the past year, the 
blue book itself, got up to justify the pass- 
ing of the Coprcion bill, showed just oue 
murder each in the provinces of Leinstor, 
Muuslor and Ulster, and two in Coiiuaught.

for all 
Ireland ! 
But he said that 


bubblo was now burst, aud be mentioned 
that the Irish World in New York had begun 
to givo Irish news by cable itsolf, and was 
thus setting an example which other papers 
on this continent would soon follow.

It was tho same in tho Highlands 


of Scotland. 
There wore no manufactures 


worth Kpeaumg of and thousands of tho un- 
live Highlanders had to leave home every 
year as soon as they put tho seed into tbe 
[round" in order to enable themselves and 
families to live. 
But for their earnings 


from home they could not keep their fami- 
lies on the wretched scraps of laud which 
been left them. 
And so it was only in 


Ireland and tho Highlands that the land 
system was loudly complained of. 
But ho 


doped tho Irish Land League would carry 
over the resolution of commerce and agita- 
iion on tho liind question among tho Eng- 
lish people. 
If tbis was done ho hoped to 


see English, Irish and Scotch shoulder to 
shoulder 
pushing

practical solution which would prove tlio 
saving of tho three people from the worst 
slavery in Europe. 
And what did tho Land 


League' aim at ? It aimed at re-storing tho 
land to tho people by constitutional means. 
It proposed that tho landlords should bo

their farms, 
the 


money to bo paid by instalments over, a 
number of yours.

ABOUT OfSTERS. 


"Among ill the buudreda of persons who 


op«Q oysters in this oily, lb«re ia uot one 
who opebfl them ou the European plan/' 
uid au emsperated Frenchman to a Sun 
reporter, 


"I bave lived iu your country twenty-aix 


• years, and duriug all tlmt time 1 fiavo seen 


only ono oyster opener wlio knew Ins buttl- 
nnss. That mau 
was at the famous old 


Maison Doreo, in Fourteenth street. (Hero 
the Freuolmian beared a sigh.) Martinez, 
poor fellow, bad to advertise for weeks be- 
fore ha got binij and I'm not sure but that 
at last tbe oyster-op oner Imd to be imported. 
There is a correct way for doing almost 
everything, and generally tbo correct way 
is the easiest, as iu this matter of opening 
oysters. Tbe way to open no oyster BO as 
to save ail Liu* iujuur, vvmoii, t£ GGuuoieowUrs, 
is a valuable part, is not to smash it uud 
murder it, as most of your oyster-openers 
do, nor to'stab'it,, as they do iu Boston, 
Baltimore, Washington, aud other places. 
And then your oyster-opener always lays out 
the oyster'ou the Hat or convex shell, so that 
by the time your plate of 'raw on tbo balf- 
eheir conies to you, what little juico that 
was uot spilled in the slaughtering has all 
run away. Tbe live oyster opens and closes 
its shells at will by means of a tough little 
membrane, or'hinge,1 about a quarter or EI 
third of au inch in length. This hingo is nt 
tbo small or narrow end of the oyster. 
It 


follows that all that is needed to bo done to 
separate tbe two shells, whether tbo oyster 
is alive or dead, is to separata this little 
hinge. 
It ia invisible when the shells are 


closed, but tbo.se who understand tho busi- 
ness (and auyoue can learn it iu five minutes) 
know exactly where end how to find it. 


"I have showed this little trick to scores 


of oyster-openers, but, because it is a litUe 
difficult at first, they go on with their maul- 
iug and stabbing. Wow, when Martinez bad 
finally secured this French, oyster-opener, 
who knew his business, lie set him at work 
at the side of the man wbo opened after the 
barbarous fashion still, in vogue iu this 
country. What was the result? Why, he 
opened two oysters while the other man was 
opeoing one, oud every oyster that bo 
opened was laid out on the deop shell, with- 
out a drop of the fluid being lost. 
It is one 


of the greatest pleasures in tbo world to eat 
oysters opened in that way. 
But you 


Americans always go iu for appearances. 
And when I ask an oyster-opener why be 
doesn't give me my oysters on the deep 
shell, even if ho must open thorn in the 
wroDfr way, he always snys he presents 
them on the fiat or convex shells because 
they look better so. 


An oyster is about the only thing that I 


know of thai, can be received with impunity 
into a collepsed stomach too feeble to so- 
urete tho digestive fluids. Physiologists 
have discovered the singular fact that the 
cyitar contains these fluids in itself, so that 
when eaten they digest themselves. I bave 
eaten oysters with u keen relish when the 
mere sight or even tbe thought of any other 
kind of food would make me sick.—[N. i!. 
Sun.
